Diploma  Programme  in  Translation 


FRENCH-ENGLISH  -FRENCH 

The  programme  is  designed  to  achieve  a close  relation- 
ship between  the  theoretical  and  practical  applications  of 
translating.  While  the  stress  is  on  comparative  linguistics 
and  stylistics,  students  will  also  learn  to  express  them- 
selves in  the  working  language  of  translation  through 
creative  writing. 

ADMISSION  REQUIREMENTS 

Normally,  applicants  must  hold  a B.A.  degree  from  a 
North  American  University,  or  have  equivalent  academic 
qualifications.  In  determining  such  equivalence,  recogni- 
tion will  be  given  to  proficiency  in  French  and  English 
and  professional  experience  in  translation. 

In  addition,  candidates  for  admission  will  be  required 
to  pass  an  entrance  examination  which  will  admit  them 
to  a three-year  programme.  For  those  who  do  not  satisfy 
the  requirements  of  this  examination,  but  who  show  pro- 
mise in  translating,  a one-year  course  of  instruction  is  pro- 
vided which  is  designed  to  upgrade  and  prepare  students 
for  admission  to  the  three-year  diploma  programme. 

PROGRAMME 

Students  are  required  to  complete  each  level  of  the  pro- 
gramme in  one  academic  year.  Successful  completion  of 
the  entrance  examination  allows  students  to  enter  the 
programme  at  Level  I.  An  examination  at  the  completion 
of  each  level,  requiring  a passing  mark  of  70%,  admits 
successful  students  to  the  next  level.  Upon  successful 
completion  of  Level  III,  students  receive  the  U niversity 
of  Toronto  Diploma  in  Translation. 

CLASSES 

Each  level  involves  the  student  in  a two-hour  evening 
class  twice  a week  from  September  to  April.

ANGLAIS  - FRANCAIS  - ANGLAIS 

Le  programme  est  concu  de  fa9on  a realiser  une  etroite 
association  entre  I'aspect  theorique  et  les  applications 
pratiques  de  la  traduction.  La  linguistique  et  stylistique 
comparees  occuperont  une  place  importante  et  I'etudiant 
apprendra  a mieux  s'exprimer  dans  la  langue  de  traduc- 
tion grace  a des  cours  de  creation  litteraire. 


CONDITIONS  D'ADMISSION 

Un  etudiant  normalement  devra  etre  muni  d'un  diplome 
de  B.A.  d'une  universite  nord-americaine  ou  posseder  des 
qualifications  academiques  equivalentes.  La  determina- 
tion de  ces  equivalences  tiendra  compte  de  I'habilite  de 
I'etudiant  a se  servir  de  I'anglais  et  du  francais  et  de  ('ex- 
perience prealable  qu'il  a pu  avoir  comme  traducteur. 
Tout  candidat  qui  demande  a etre  admis  au  programme 
de  trois  ans  devra  subir  un  examen  d'admission.  Pour 
ceux  qui  ne  satisfont  pas  les  exigences  de  cet  examen, 
mais  qui,  selon  I'avis  de  I'examinateur,  sont  susceptibles 
de  devenir  des  traducteurs,  des  cours  preparatoires  sont 
prevus. 

PROGRAMME 

L'etudiant  devra  completer  chaque  niveau  du  programme 
en  une  annee.  Ceux  qui  seront  recus  a I'examen  d'admis- 
j sion  accederont  au  Niveau  I.  Un  examen  completera 
! chaque  niveau  et  I'etudiant  devra  recevoir  une  note  d'au 
moins  70%  pour  pouvoir  acceder  au  niveau  suivant.  Lors- 
qu'il  aura  complete  le  Niveau  III,  I'etudiant  recevra  le 
Diplome  de  Traducteur. 

HEURES  DE  CLASSES 

Chaque  niveau  exige  la  participation  a des  classes  de 
deux  heures,  deux  fois  par  semaine  de  septembre  a avril. 


Certificate  Programmes 


The  Certificate  Programmes  provide  an  opportunity 
through  part-time  study  to  examine  the  following: 

BUSINESS 

The  programme  consists  of  six  courses  in  the  field  of 
business  administration  and  commerce,  three  of  which 
are  obligatory,  designed  to  provide  a background  for 
students  interested  in  junior  or  middle  management 
positions,  and  are  required  studies  for  students  interested 
in  proceeding  to  the  C.A.M.  designation  granted  by  the 
Administrative  Management  Society. 

PUBLIC  ADMINISTRATION 

The  programme  consists  of  six  courses,  four  of  which  are 
obligatory,  designed  to  provide  a background  in  the  social 
sciences  as  related  to  public  administration  for  public  ser- 
vants at  the  municipal,  provincial,  or  federal  level. 

CRIMINOLOGY 

The  programme  consists  of  six  courses,  three  of  which  are 
obligatory,  designed  to  deepen  the  knowledge  and  under- 
standing of  criminology  in  its  various  aspects.  It  proposes 
| to  examine  some  of  the  basic  problems  in  the  study  of 


crime,  the  administration  of  criminal  justice,  and  the 
treatment  of  offenders.  The  programme  is  open  to  any- 
one with  an  interest  in  the  subject  matter. 

PERSONNEL  AND  INDUSTRIAL  RELATIONS 

The  programme  consists  of  seven  courses,  three  of  which 
are  obligatory,  designed  for  labour,  management,  and  gov- 
ernment representatives  who  have  an  interest  in  personnel 
and  industrial  relations.  The  programme  combines  both 
theoretical  and  practical  material  and  is  so  structured  as 
to  permit  specialization  in  either  personnel  or  industrial 
relations. 

ADVANCED  STUDIES  OF 
EARLY  CHILDHOOD  AND  FAMILY 

The  programme  consists  of  six  courses,  three  of  which  are 
obligatory,  designed  to  provide  advanced  studies  at  univer- 
sity level  for  pre-school  teachers. 

In  addition  to  the  academic  admission  requirements, 
students  in  the  Certificate  Programme  in  Early  Childhood 
and  Family  will  require  the  following  professional  pre- 
requisites: 

1 Good  standing  in  a recognized  course  in  early  child- 
hood education,  or  the  equivalent 

2 An  AECEO  Pre-School  Teacher's  Certificate  (Associa- 
tion for  Early  Childhood  Education,  Ontario)  or  the  equi- 
valent. 

TEACHING  ENGLISH  AS  A SECOND 
LANGUAGE  (TESL) 

This  programme  consists  of  six  courses  and  makes  readily 
accessible  at  the  undergraduate  level  the  growing  body  of 
relevant  theoretical  and  practical  information  for  those 
who  choose  to  acquire  further  professional  knowledge 
and  skill  in  TESL.  The  programme  is  conceived  as  being 
complementary  to,  not  a replacement  for,  other  relevant 
professional  preparation  currently  available  in  Ontario. 

ADMISSION  REQUIREMENTS  / 1973 

Ontario  Grade  13  General  Requirements 

Entrance  to  the  First  Year  of  the  undergraduate  courses 
is  offered,  depending  upon  the  number  of  places  available, 
to  candidates  from  Ontario  secondary  schools  who  de- 
monstrate good  standing,  based  upon  the  following  evi- 
dence: 

1 Completion  of  secondary  school  studies,  including  a 
full  programme  of  academic  work  at  the  Grade  13  level 

2 A recommendation  by  the  secondary  school  last  at- 
tended regarding  probable  success  in  university  studies 

3 A complete  academic  report  for  the  three  final  years 
of  secondary  school 

4 Results  of  standardized  tests  offered  by  the  Service 
for  Admission  to  College  and  University

Non-Matriculant  (Mature)  Students 

An  applicant  who  is  at  least  23  years  of  age,  but  who  has 
never  attempted  an  Ontario  Grade  13  programme,  or  its 
equivalent,  and  who  has  been  a resident  of  Ontario  for  at 
least  one  year,  will  be  considered  for  admission  upon  the 
completion  with  high  standing  of  one  of  the  Pre-Univer- 
sity Courses  offered  by  the  Division  of  University  Exten- 
sion. As  the  successful  completion  of  a Pre-University 
Course  does  not  in  itself  ensure  selection,  a candidate 
who  wishes  to  apply  as  a 'non-matriculant'  should  con- 
sult the  Secretary  of  the  Division  of  University  Extension 
about  his  eligibility  before  enrolling  in  one  of  the  Pre- 
University  Courses. 

To  assist  non-matriculants  to  become  qualified  for  ad- 
mission to  the  University  of  Toronto  under  these  terms, 
the  Division  of  University  Extension  offers  five  courses: 
Chemistry,  English,  History,  Mathematics,  and  Physics. 

English  Facility 

Candidates  whose  mother  tongue  is  not  English  may  be 
required  to  meet  an  appropriate  standard  in  a recognized 
test  of  English  facility  such  as  the  University  of  Michigan 
English  Language  Test,  the  Certificate  of  Proficiency  in 
English  issued  by  the  Universities  of  Cambridge  or  Michi- 
gan, or  the  Test  of  English  as  a Foreign  Language  (T.O. 
E.F.L.). 

The  University  of  Toronto  is  a sponsoring  agency  for 
the  University  of  Michigan  English  Language  Test  and  in- 
formation about  the  test  is  sent  to  any  applicant  of  whom 
it  will  be  required.  (Details  may  be  secured  from  the  Of- 
fice of  Admissions,  University  of  Toronto.) 

PROGRAMME 

Successful  completion  of  six  courses  is  required  for  the 
Certificate  in  each  programme,  except  the  Programme  in 
Personnel  and  Industrial  Relations,  which  requires  seven. 
No  more  than  two  courses  are  permitted  in  a session. 

CLASSES 

Classes  are  conducted  during  the  evening  in  the  Winter 
Session  and  the  Summer  Evening  Session.  Students  at- 
tend classes  one  night  a week  for  each  course  undertaken 
in  the  Winter  Session  and  twice  a week  for  each  course 
undertaken  in  the  Summer  Evening  Session.  Classes  in 
the  Summer  Day  Session  are  held  five  days  a week.

Other  Programmes 


The  Continuing  Education  Programme  of  the  Division  of 
University  Extension  offers  courses  which  do  not  lead  to 
university  degrees  or  certificates,  but  provide  an  oppor- 
tunity for  systematic  study  for  persons  wishing  to  increase 
their  knowledge.  Programmes  are  offered  in  the  areas  of 
Business,  Engineering,  and  other  professional  fields  and 
general  education.  Some  students  are  enrolled  in  courses 
leading  to  certificates  granted  by  institutions  or  associa- 
tions in  the  business  community.  All  the  courses  offered 
are  designed  to  provide  the  student  with  a continuing 
education  at  university  level.
